TO RENEW STRAWBERRY BEDS 


Soil Between Rows Should Be Loos­ 
ened Thoroughly and Kept En­ 
tirely Free From Weeds. 


To renew a strawberry bed that is 
in its second year, or older, plow up a 
good share of the old plants lf the 
bed has been kept in such shape that 
it is at all easy to separate them. 
If 
they are mixed remove .ill but a strip 
of plants six or seven inches wide in 
each row. 
If the bed has got weedy 
during the bearing season, it Is well 
to mow It close with r. scythe, allow 
the math to lie until dry, and burn it 
on the bed. 
This w ill not injure the roots of the 
plants seriously, and will kill a good 
many fungus spores. 
The soil be­ 
tween the rows should be loosened 
thoroughly and kept free from weeds 
for the remainder of the season. 
If 
rains come a great many runners will 
start out on the clean 
earth, 
and 
these will give the plants needed for 
next year.

Having discovered, after several sea­ 
sons of experience, that large sized 
sets yield better than the small ones 
and occupy no more space, we sort 
out our small, even sized sets in early 
spring and sell to the stores, retain­ 
ing all the medium or large left over 
onions to set for marketing. 
Often grocers who have 
a 
large 
amount of grown onions left over in 
their cellars are glad to get rid of 
them for little or nothing and they 
make the best of sets even when the 
sprouts are spindled, for ftiey soon 
straighten out of doors and have near­ 
ly a week the start of those not al­ 
ready sprouted. 
W e set our onions just as soon aa 
the ground can be plowed and roughly 
leveled, leaving enough space between 
the closely set rows to cultivate with 
a weed hoe. 
A cold snap or light 


These onions are not uniform In size 


but the quality is excellent. 
Some 


growers assort their bunches, put 
ting some small ones in with the 
big fellows for the convenience of 
the housewife. 


snap does not hurt them except to 
retard growth and we find that the 
sets must be placed in the ground 
and pushed along for the market at 
the earliest possible date to meet 
the first demands, which, before tow n 
gardens begin to bear, are brisk. 
Our 
onions 
are 
placed 
on 
the 
market as soon as the bulbs begin 
to show' slightly rounded bottoms and 
our customers prefer them at that 
stage rather than when the bottoms 
are nicely rounded and the onion 
flavor more pronounced. The extreme 
tips of the bunch only are clipped to 
give a neater appearance and they 
are tied well down onto the tops that 
the string may not cut into the tender 
white part. 
As our orders are usually sent in 
the day before, the onions are pulled 
in the evening and left standing bot­ 
toms down in tubs of water over 
night. 
The water loosens the rotten 
outside skins, which may be easily 
slipped dowrn and the roots clipped 
(not too closely or the cut ends will 
curl back) with a stout sharp knife. 
The soaking over night is a valuable 
labor-saver especially when large or­ 
ders must be delivered for the early 
morning trade. 
Our onions are sent to market in 
lots of a dozen bunches each, wrap­ 
ped in plain wrapping paper and tied 
loosely with stout cord, to prevent 
dust from settling on them in tran­ 
sit. 
The yellow* Danvers variety is 
our favorite for green onions, be­ 
cause of their quick and uniform 
growth, fresh white color and mild 
flavor. 
Unquestionably it pays to be parti­ 
cular when preparing vegetables for 
market, for those of the freshest and 
neatest appearance are always sought 
for while the careless peddler, who 
brings 
in 
half 
cleaned, 
uneven 
bunches 
sometimes 
none 
to 
fresh 
and covered with dust, has Borne to 
take back.

In baying trees it is always best to 
get them from 
the 
nearest 
reliable 
home nursery. 
If you can go and get 
them yourself, so much the better: if 
not, buy from some nursery you know 
to be reliable. If a nursery is only out 
for the money it will he likely to sub 
stitute other varieties. 
Do not set 
apple trees too closely, 35 feet is about 
the right distance, 
lf they are closer 
together the branches will interlock 
when the 
trees 
are 
fully 
grown. 
Proven standard varieties are best. 
It 
may be ell right to buy one or two 
trees of new varieties as an experi­ 
ment. but do not plant largely of any­ 
thing new just because some one brags 
on it. Clean cultivation is best for any 
orchard when it is young, and if some 
crop must he grown in it, let it be 
something like potatoes; never plant j 
corn among tho young trees.

It must be 
said, h o w e v e r , that the pastor u s e d 
various Scriptures, any one of which 
might have served for a text. 
Once the colleges of the world rep­ 
resented not merely secular educa­ 
tion, but the faith, the hope, the re­ 
ligious sentiment of their founders, 
who were generally religious people. 
A great change has take nplace. To­ 
day colleges are ashamed to acknowl­ 
edge any religious affiliations; 
and 
although they stand for moral prin­ 
ciples of a high order and represent 
a form of godliness, nevertheless they 
are hotbeds of infidelity—disbelief tn 
the Rible as the 
Divinely 
inspired 
Revelation. 
This condition of things, the pastor 
declared, is deplorable. 
In his opirt 
ion the great institutions of learning 
throughout the world, so well equip 
lied for the inculcation of faith in 
Cod, are, as a matter of fact, doing 
more to overthrow faith than are a1 
other influences combined. 
He de­ 
clared it not strange under such cir 
cumstances that the cry of “graft* 
is going up in every civilized land. 
The increase of knowledge, of late 
spread abroad among the masses of 
I mankind, the pastor believed to be 
accountable for the increase of vice 
which is so great that if it were not 
for our inventions and police arrange 
ments. this would be tho most inse­ 
cure time in the world’s history. He 
explained that the 
undermining 
of 
faith in the Bible as the Word of 
God, and the inculcation of the evolu 
Hon theory, tend to destroy faith in a 
personal God. and in rewards and 
punishments from Him upon the just 
and upon the unjust. One of tho most 
peculiar things to him was that the 
very wealthy men of the world have 
richly endowed its leading colleges, 
thereby destroying faith and uninten­ 
tionally leading mankind 
to 
social 
revolution, and more, to the precipice 
of anarchy. 


Sy m pa th y for H igher Critics. 
Nothing in the pastor’s words indi 
cated condemnation: but on the con­ 
trary. he manifested a deep sympathy 
for those who are entangled in the 
snare of Occultism a n d ’Evolution. He 
had once been entangled himself, he 
said. 
He had gotten free in time, 
thank God! 
Had his experience gone 
so far as to lead him to doubt the ex­ 
istence of the Supreme Creator, he 
believed that he would have been as 
irrevocably lost in Evolution as are 
many of the noble specimens of our 
race who are in college chairs. 
The pastor knew well that the pri­ 
mary difficulty is that they cannot be­ 
lieve the Bible to be the inspired Rec­ 
ord. 
So also he had once rejected it, 
because he thought it to be in har­ 
mony with the creeds of the Dark 
Ages, whose absurdities are more and 
more 
apparent 
to 
all 
intelligent, 
thinking people. 
Now, 
the 
pastor 
pronounced himself a most firm be­ 
liever in the inspiration of the Bible. 
He had a reason for the faith within 
him, which he also explained. 
He 
said: 
One of the surprising things my 
Bible study revealed was that the 
Bible supports the teachings of none 
of the sects, none of the creeds: and 
that none of the creeds and seets care 
for or use all of the Bible. 
Each has 
made selections of doctrines from the 
Word of God. 
Each uses these in its 
own defense, and .^ach finds in the 
Bible other teachings supported by 
other texts, which do not fit in with 
its own creed. 
Evidently none of the 
different sects manufactured the Bi­ 
ble. 
Had the Calvinists made it lip, 
they would have left out all the texts 
which teach Divine Free Grace. 
Had 
the Arminians—the Methodists, etc.— 
mad© up the Bible, they would have 
put in more Free Grace texts and 
would have left out those which men­ 
tion Election. 
Had the Catholics made the Bible,

PROTECTS BUDS FROM FROST 


Colorado Man Conceives Idea of Plac­ 
ing Electric Motor in Tree to 
Cause Vibration. 


A recent invention relates to a new 
system of motor operated tree vibra­ 
tion for saving buds and blossoms 
from frost. 
The new system alms to create in 
fruit trees a movement of the sap to 
the buds and blossoms that tends to 
vitalize them enough to resist the at­ 
tacking blight of frost. 
This move­ 
ment of the sap might be called a 
capillary action, and can be likened 
to the gentle exercising action of aa 
electric vibrator instrument on the

human system, which stimulates the 
flowing action of the blood through 
the veins, especially at the pont where 
the vibrator Is applied. 
The system of imparting this vibra­ 
tory action to buds and blossoms has 
been 
worked 
out 
and patented by 
Herman L. Darling of Delta, Colo. 
It 
comprises the installation in the tree 
of a small electric motor having a 
trembling 
rotary 
motion 
and 
con­ 
nected by transmitting 
wires to 
an 
electric current. 
During the months of April and May 
when the orchard is subjected to sud­ 
den freezes, by means of this system, 
a vibratory trembling motion is im­ 
parted to all limbs of the tree, trans­ 
mitted to twigs and 
bulbs and this 
motion starts the sap to circulating, 
invigorates the buds and strengthens 
them against the killing effects of the 
frost.
